W arfare of Remote Future Predicted 


to Depend on Battles Conducted 


by Picked Combatant*. 


A day, now far remov ed, may come 
v hen the embattled hosts of riv al na­

Wise 
legislation and skillful systems of tax­ 
ation will he necessary to organize the 
whole people for their support.

chosen few, picked from the whole na­ 
tion, will man them, men In the full 
v igor of their strength, physically per­ 
fect to endure the terrible strain and 
powerful of brain to meet and sur­ 
mount ev ery intricacy of mechanics 
and ev ery difficulty of strategy.

VELOCITY ’ OF ‘ BIG 
SHELLS 


Geometer Uses Problem of How Long 


Time Is Required for Stone to 


Fall to Center of Earth. 


Studying the v elocity of shells and 
bullets fired in the war led Maurice 
Sanger, a French geometer, to turn 
to the old question of the time it 
would take a stone to fall to the center 
of the earth. His conclusion was that 
it would take about 20 minutes 34 sec­ 
onds. 
GassenddI, who gav e the subject 
much thought in the last century, made 
the time 20 minutes ev en. 
Mersenne 
on the other hand contended that six 
hours would be required. 
Sanger says that as the stone ap­ 
proached the center of the earth it 
would be drawn downward by the core 
of the earth and upward by the shell 
which it had already penetrated. The 
rate at which the density of the earth 
v aries or increases as we penetrate to 
greater depths Is unknown. 
Sanger's 
formula is based upon considerations 
of the moment of inertia of the earth, 
as calculated from the precession of 
the equinoxes, which agree with ob­ 
serv ations on the density of the earth 
conducted in mine shafts. 
If a Rhaft were driv en right through 
the earth the stone would appear at the 
Antipodes after 38 minutes 30 seconds 
and then return to its starting point, 
at which it would make its reappear­ 
ance at the end of 1 hour 17 minutes. 


Speed of New Telegraph. 


Within the past few' weeks a sev en- 
league stride lias been made in high­ 
speed telegraphy, says the Po pular Me­ 
chanics Magazine. An apparatus which 
in actual tests has prov ed its ability 
to transmit ov er a single grounded 
wire 6.000 words a minute has been 
ev olv ed. 
The real significance of this escapes 
one until it is realized that 6,000 words 
set in type will fill sev en and one-half 
standard magazine pages. 
Details of what appears to he an 
epoch-making achiev ement 
must 
be 
withheld for military reasons.

war inv ention and 1ms for its chief pur­ 
pose the liberation of hundreds of ex­ 
pert operators for the signal corps 
without disorganizing our much-needed 
commercial lines. 
No secret is di­ 
v ulged, howev er, when the apparatus 
Is described as a printing telegraph 
system depending upon a univ ersally 
used recording Instrument that has

The system is applicable 
to wireless, but so far has not been 
actually used in connection with it.

When an army horse is wounded 
about the face or jaw it is not sent 
down to the v eterinary lines, but is 
kept to he tended by its driv er. 
Then it is that a good driv er's care 
comes in, for the men tend them most 
carefully, feeding them by hand, boil­ 
ing their oats, making them mashes, 
and spending most of the day with 
their charges until they can feed in 
comfort again. 
It Is this personal 
care of the man for his horse that has 
been the cause of the new order that 
all horses hav e to be returned from 
hospital to their own units a ga in; fo ra 
man’s care is by no means transferred 
to the same extent to a new team of 
horses.

The great roar of the bomb was 
heard all over the loop. 
In the Fair 
store building hundreds of customers 
thought an

been set off there and fled in panic.

loop 
were broken. 
The fire department was sum m on­ 
ed to combat flames that followed the 
ex plosion in the Federal building. 
Thousands followed 
the 
engines 
and ladders. 
Streets 
around 
the 
building were packed within a few 
moments. 
Police lines 
were thrown 
about the four streets. 
Hundreds of American 
Protective 
League members came, summoned as 
if by telepathy . 
All available police 
were 
rushed 
up. 
Reserve 
police 
came by scores. 
■ 
One woman was arrested as she a t­ 
tempted to flee the Federal building. 
“ I t’s too bad it didn’t kill y ou a ll! ” 
she screamed as she struggled with 
the arresting officer. 
It is said her name is Sy del Raffel,

Jam es Connelly was

Ho w Victims Died. 
The four who died came to their 
deaths in this way : 
The girl had just stepped from a 
street car and was entering the build­ 
ing, presumably to mail a letter or 
buy a stamp. 
The jackic was going after the mail 
of the navy intelligence bureau in the 
Edison building. 
Of the two postal carriers killed, 
one was working and the other hail 
delay ed a few minutes over time to 
clean up his desk. 
Had he left when 
through work he would have escaped. 
Ma ny W indo ws Hma sho d. 
So terrific was the blast that al­ 
most every window on 
the 
Adams 
sitvet side of the Marquette and Edi­ 
son buildings was demolished, 
and 
some as high as the ninth story were 
blown in. 
Windows were broken in 
The Fair and other nearby buildings 
and a few were smashed on the east 
side of State street. 
Plate glass in the north side of 
the postoffice building up to the third 
story vanished. 
The scene inside the 
Adams street entrance showed the 
power behind the blast. 
The wall in­ 
to the mailing room was torn away 
and dust and ground up plaster lit­ 
tered more than 100 working tables. 
On a spot in the entry way , where 
a circular radiator stood, there was a 
hole in the floor through into the 
basement. 
Half of the radiator was 
blown out into the street.

rise to the report that the bombers 
had lifted up a marble cover over 
the radiator, put the bomb inside, 
and replaced the cover. 
Cordon Arouiul Building. 
Within a few minutes 
after 
the 
blast mounted police and patrolmen 
deputy United States marshals, de ­ 
puty sheriffs, deputy coroners, a cou­ 
ple of squads of soldiers, and 
men 
from the department of justice were 
picketed around the building. 
A little later 
100 
Jackies 
were 
marched up from the municipal pier, 
and these also surrounded the build­ 
ing. 
The streets were roped off for 
two blocks in every 
direction

It was said at 6 o clock last night 
that already 1,500 operatives were at 
work on the case, a great many of 
these A. P. L. volunteers who have 
been working with the department of 
justice. 
Very shortly after the blast 
a guard was placed at the entrances 
of the Edison building and every per- 
sou who came out or went in was 
sharply questioned.

women. 
When the terrific 
smash 
came, dozens were thrown from their 
feet. 
Many walked

blackened by the debris which fell. 
At the retail stamp windows in the 
Adams street corridor were 
several 
women. 
One elderly 
woman,

was led away by operatives in a hy s-> 
terical condition, was uninjured save 
that her ey eglasses

the rims still hanging over her ears. 
Another, a heavy set

middle age, ran screaming that

This is indicted by a Treasury re 
port estimating subscriptions of cit­ 
izens of 38 foreign nationalities 
at 
$7 41,437 ,000, or nearly 18 per cent 
of the $4,17 6 ,000.000 total of the 
third loan. 
The num ber of bond buy ers was es­ 
timated at 7 ,06 1,000, or 41 percent 
of the total 17 ,000,0000 on the roll 
of subscribers, and the average sub­ 
scription among the foreign speaking 
population, was calculated at $10 
Germans made the biggest record of 
all nationalities. 
Subscriptions 
actually 
reported 
and 
tabulated 
by 
nationalities 
amounted to $407 ,7 9 0,000, but it was 
estimated this sum represented only 
about 55 percent of the total, much 
of which was included in the big 
stream of general subscriptions with­ 
out designation of 
the 
subscriber’s 
nationality . 
This record 
was 
cited 
by 
the 
treasury today in support of claims of 
enthusiastic 
patriotism 
apparent 
among the nation’s foreign born citi 
zens during past loan campaigns. In 
nearly every city and town having 
many recent immigrants selling com­ 
mittees already have been formed in 
preparation for the fourth loan cam 
paign which will open September 28 
This organizatoin work is supervised 
by a section <»f the Treasury 's :oa i 
bureau, directed by Hans Rieg, an 
American of German descent, who 
speaks more than a dozen languages.

A careful analy sis of the beef situ­ 
ation here and ahroad has resulted in 
the lifting of the present restrictions 
on 
beef 
consumption 
immediately , 
rather than in September, as originally 
co ntemplated. 
The e xt r e m e drought In the So uth­ 
west and 
ot h e r parts of the country Is 
endangering the meat herds and pro­ 
ducers are rushing light weight beef 
to the market, thus creating an un­ 
expected surplus iu light cuts, 
l o r 
this reaso n the United States Food Ad­ 
ministratio n has anno unced the pres­ 
ent pro gram of serving beef in public 
eating places at one meal each day 
may be discontinued. 
Ho useho lders need no longer limit 
their purchases to 3 ^ po unds o f beef 
and bo ne o r 31! pounds of clear beef 
fo r each member of the family each 
week. 
It is highly desirable, however, ac­ 
cording 
to 
food 
officials, 
that 
the 
American public co nsume medium and 
lighter grades of cattle, thus conserving 
the heavier animals fo r o ur own arm ­ 
ed force and those of the allies. 
As 
njl heavy beef is for the present need­ 
ed for war export, retail markets are 
requested to handle cattle which dress 
not over 175 pounds and public eating 
places and the public in general are 
urged to create a demand for light 
weight cuts. 


Many Substitute* In Use. 


W ith the sugar co nsumptio n in this 
co untry reduced from seven pounds, 
the mo nthly am o unt per perso n used 
before the war, to the present tw o 
po unds 
per 
m o nth 
allo wance, 
the 
American public Is learning to get 
along w itho ut sugar, and to use the 
many sugar substitutes. 
Ho usewives have disco vered th a t 
honey , cane. corn, and m aple sirups, 
mo lasses and fruit sirups may all be 
used fo r sweetening In the place of 
sugar. The same sweetness, they have 
found, can be o bained by sub stitut­ 
ing fo r one cupful of sugar, either 
one cupful o f honey , o r one and two- 
thirds to two cupfuls of corn sirup. 
Ho usewives are learning to ran w itho ut 
sugar, and to preserve fruit and vege­ 
tables hv dry ing, salting, pickling, and 
sto ring. 
Restau ran ts Co n servin g . 
Ho tel 
and 
resta urant 
pro prieto rs 
whose sugar ratio n h as been reduced 
to two po unds fo r every 90 meals, have 
banished sugar bowls entirely fro m 
their tables, and m any sy stem s fo r 
cutting down individual co nsumptio n 
of sugar by resta urant patro ns are be­ 
ing tried out. 
Because much sugar !* wasted in 
the bo tto m of iced-tea glasses, m any 
dining ears are no w refusing to serve 
iced tea. and in Chicago and o ther 
large cities many lunch 
room and 
resta urant 
pro prieto rs 
are 
serving 
sirup with iced tea instead of sugar. 
Less fo r So ft Drin ks. 
Manufacturers 
of so ft drinks and 
candies 
are now 
receiving not 
mo re 
than 50 
per cent of amo unt of sugar 
used last y ear. 
No sugar at all is 
being 
allowed 
fo r 
o ther 
than 
hu­ 
man consumption, except for explo­ 
sives and o ther war materials.

essential food pro ducts are all cut 
do wn to nt least 50 per cent of their 
fo rmer consumption.
